The country, for several years now, has been 
engaged in a war, and in still trying to 
conditions, It has been endeavouring tohave a ‘Guns 
and Butter’ economy, Under such circumstances 
prices and wages always rise, This is inflation, 
and the result is inevitable: Higher Taxes, 


“Locally there are other causes, and the principal ° 


one is that more and more homes get built, The Town 
Manager estimated that every 100 homes meansa new

So - someone asks - why not restrict the building 
of homes? 

It-ts a good question, and it deservesan answer, 

Wilmington, for the past dozen or more yearshas 
had responsible zoning lows, responsible building 
laws, a Department of Health, and a good Building

It is impossible to restrict the building ofhomes, 
as such, It is impossible to prevent the building of 
structures on private property. If a man has private 
property he has the right to use that property. 

But through zoning laws, and the other means 
mentioned, restrictive moves can be, and have been 
made, 


When the present zoning law was adopted, back 
in 1955, there were in existance some several hundred 
lots of 10,000 square feet - the 100 foot lots, so called

there, and the tax rate hashada reasonable stability, 
Many builders are unhappy about the 60,000 foot lot 
size. They find it is too expensive to buy this land 
and develop it, for the type ofhomes they can sell, 

Without buildings on this area the need for new 
schools has been reduced, 

There is another law, one that was passed by the 
state legislature in 1958, The Home Builders As- 
sociation forced it through, It says that ifa man 
owns a lot of land that has been in existance for some 
years, he may build on it, even if it is (a) only 5,000 
square feet and (b) with no respect to the zoning of 
the area, 

That law has hurt Wilmington badly. There are 
many such 5,000 foot lots in parts of lots that 
remain from old time speculations, fifty or 
more years ago, Over the past fewyears many homes 
have been built on such lots, and sold, Both the 
Planning Board and the Board of Health have done 
their utmost to restrict such building, but they must, 
of course, obey the law, 

It is these lots which are being called the ‘50 
foot lots’. The usual size is fifty feet wide and 100 
feet long. 

Houses on these lots do not pay their own way, 
in taxes, 3 

People come out from the city, see an attractive 
house nestled among the trees, fall in love with it, 
and buy it, In a fewyearsthere may be a hurricane, 
which may uproot those trees, Their root systems 
are frequently destroyed as a result of the digging 
of the cellar, Then trees will come down on the root,

Street Widening 
\Trere are three articles which

On the other hand, of course, ifthere are people 
who believe that every one is entitled to his own 
particular castle, on a fifty foot lot, they should vote 
against that article. That is their right. 


What About Industry? 


By and large the Town of Wilmington has had a 
very intelligent attitude about incoming industry. 
Except for a period of a fewyears, about eight years 
ago, the officials in charge of the Town Hall have 
fairly well understood the many ramifications about 
the choosing of industrial sites in Wilmington, and 
getting the right type of industry into those sites, 

Trucking terminals, per se, have been discour- 
aged. One adjoining town now has a lot of trucking 
terminals, Those terminals occupy a lot of space, 
but do not pay much taxes, The people in that town 
will be asking questions, one of these days, about 
high taxes in spite of the incoming ‘industry’. 

The types of firms that are best are those like 
Uncle Avco, They pay good taxes for the space that 
they occupy. 

Thanks to Uncle Avco Wilmington’s current tax 
rate is about $4.50 lower than it would be if Uncle 
had located somewhere else, 

That doesn’t mean that Uncle’staxes will always 
keep Wilmington’s tax rate at a $4.50 price lower than 
it would be, As inflation increases, as the dollar 
value decreases, and as the total property values 
in town increase, there will be a change in that par- 
ticular relationship, It is possible, in a few years, 
that Uncle Avco’s contribution to the treasury of the 
town will be less than $4.50 on the tax rate, even 
in dollars and cents the sum may be larger, 
Other firms in Wilmington, to a lesser degree, 
and in a substantial way, Every Wilming- 


Take a look, for instance, at General Electric, 
have enough buildings in Wilmington in a few 
keep the tax rate about $3 lower than it 
would have been, Will General Electric’s building 
program be hard to take? 


Just Look At Andover 


It is a good time to take a look at what is hap- 
pening in Andover, a very nice town just North of 
Wilmington, 

For years it has enjoyeda stable taxrate, There 
are many substantial homes in that town, homes which 
contribute more tothe town than they use, There have 
been a few stable industries, and itisa nice town for

Andover has even had some substantial grants 
from the U.S, Gove for such things as sewer- 
age extensions, because it is adjacent to Lawrence, 
and is thus classed as being in a ‘poverty area’,
